Gifts 

As a lasting gift, the city has 
planted two star magnolia trees 
near the city offices dedicated to 
the five leaders. The plaque 
records their names with the mes- 
sage: for years of outstanding 
service to the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity. In addition, each represen- 
tative was presented with a green

Audrey Scott Appointed 
To Cabinet by Ehrlich

Audrey Scott, Greenbelt’s 
former Prince George’s County 
Council representative, let us in 
on the secret on Sunday that a 
piece of news the next day would 
reveal what her new job was to 
be. It would come, she said, in 
the form of an announcement by 
Governor-elect Robert Ehrlich. 

Scott’s own revelation came at 
the end of a statement of appre- 
ciation for her two-term relation- 
ship with the citizens of 
Greenbelt. The occasion was the 
Greenbelt City Council reception 
for both Scott and the city’s 
former 23rd District state del- 
egates and Senator Leo Green. 

Sure enough, on Monday we 
learned that Scott would become 
a member of the Ehrlich cabinet 
as state secretary of planning. 


As reported in Tuesday’s Wash- 
ington Post, she was seen as 
“the most qualified” for the posi- 
tion. She was a “highly sea- 
soned” professional, according to 
Ehrlich spokeswoman Shareese N. 
DeLeaver. 

Scott told the News Review: 
“T’m very excited and looking for- 
ward to this new phase of public 
service. The planning depart- 
ment’s mission is like the state’s 
census and provides all overall 
Statistics and strategic planning 
and programming for agencies.” 
The Smart Growth program is 
part of the department of plan- 
ning. 

Scott, a former teacher, served 
as mayor of Bowie from 1976 to 
1982 before her election as the

Reminiscences 

The state senator 
spoke first remembering 
what “a wonderful jour- 
ney” the years together 
had been. He added 
that those present would 
not want to see a grown 
man cry. He com- 
mented that in his first 
public position as mayor 
of Bowie, he shared 
many of the same ideas 
and concerns’ with 
Greenbelt. He then rec- 
ognized former Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld, who was 
present. Green ended 
by stating that he will 
“always be a Green- 
belter, always be a sup- 
porter.” 

Scott commented that her rela- 
tionship with Greenbelt also began 
when she was mayor of Bowie dur- 
ing the 1970s. She said that while 
president of the Maryland Munici- 
pal League, she often looked to 
Greenbelt and Bowie because of 
their council expertise. Since she 
had to drive slowly down Greenbelt 
Road due to the snow, Scott com- 
mented that she had a chance to 
revisit a number of issues at loca- 
tions she passed on the way. 
These included funding for the 
Owens Science Center, the possible 
closing of Goddard and the chal- 
lenge of the realignment of Soil 
Conservation Road. 

Scott commented that her district 
was the busiest in the county and 
the reason was that the people here 
are “so active and so involved.” 
Scott stated that she had attended 
so many meetings that on her tomb- 
stone they might write, “She’s gone 
to a meeting.” However, she indi- 
cated that there would be an an- 
nouncement of a new position for 
her shortly. (See separate story.) 

Hubbard spoke last reminding 
those present that he had once 
lived in Westchester Park and con- 
sidered himself a Greenbelter. 
“Greenbelt is my home away from 
home.” He spoke briefly of his fo- 
cus on education during the 10 
years that he represented the city.

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He concurred with 
Green that he will also 
be looking out for 
Greenbelt even though 
he will no longer be the 
city’s official delegate. 

Talking with this re- 
porter during the recep- 
tion, Green reminisced 
on his many years of 
association with Green- 
belt. Before going into 
public office, he had 
worked as general coun- 
sel for the U. S. Postal 
Service with Greenbelt’s 
then-postmaster Emory 
Harman. Green said 
that in losing Greenbelt, 
he felt as if he were 
“jilted by my sweet- 
heart.” He added that in 
reading the top stories 
in last week’s paper, he 
was reminded of how 
many issues that are 
top stories now that 
have been projects that 
he has been working 
on with the city for years. 

Many residents crowded the 
honorees to speak with them and 
wish them well. Greenbelt resident 
Lori Moran summed up the feelings, 
“Tl miss these guys. I’m sorry 
they changed our district.” Mat 
Amberg, another long-time 
Greenbelter, trudged through the 
snow to thank all of the representa- 
tives for proclamations that they 
had prepared for his wife Rose on 
the celebration of her 80th birthday.

Historians to Lecture 


On American Food 

The Greenbelt Museum and 
Greenbelt Library are co-sponsor- 
ing a lecture on the history of 
food in the 1930s on Tuesday, 
January 14 at 7 p.m. in the 
ground floor meeting room of the 
Greenbelt Library. Warren 
Belasco, food historian and pro- 
fessor of American Studies at the 
University of Maryland, Baltimore 
County, will give an illustrated 
presentation about “Culinary 
Contradictions of the 1930s.” 
The lecture shows how Ameri- 
cans used food in both traditional 
and new, modern ways to re- 
spond to larger crises such as 
the Great Depression. 

This is the first in a series of 
lectures in 2003 co-sponsored by 
the Greenbelt Museum and the 
Greenbelt Library. The second 
lecture will feature food writer 
and historian Joanne Lamb 
Hayes, whose first job was teach- 
ing home economics at Greenbelt 
Junior High School in the 1960s. 
She will talk about “The Wartime 
Kitchen: World War II and the 
Way We Cooked” on March 11.

William H. Klein,

Thursday, December 26, 2002 of 














complications’ related to 
Alzheimer’s Disease. Dr. Klein 
was 83. 


A graduate of City College in 
New York, Dr. Klein received his 
masters from Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology (MIT) in 
meteorology, graduating number 
two in his class in 1944. Begin- 
ning as a weather officer in the 
Army Air Corps, he had a distin- 
guished 37-year career at the U.S. 
Weather Bureau and National 
Weather Service. In 1959, he 
was named chief of the Extended 
Divison’s Development and Test- 
ing Section. In 1964, after re- 
ceiving his doctorate from New 
York University, Dr. Klein became 
the first director of the Tech- 
niques Development Laboratory 
(TDL) of the U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau. 

His colleagues and family re- 
member “Bill” as an extremely 
humble man, though his many 
contributions to the science of 
meteorology were recognized nu- 
merous times through the years. 

Dr. Klein published more than 
100 papers during his career. 

The family moved _ to 
Greenbelt in 1946 where they 
raised their two boys who at- 
tended North End Elementary 
School. 

They lived first on Plateau 
Place where Dr. Klein set up a 
weather station at the edge of the 
woods. He helped in the boys' 
sports programs. Later, the fam- 
ily moved to the 2 court of 
Northway. When Mrs. Klein's 
parents moved to the 54 court of 
Ridge, Dr. Klein received permis-

Dr. Klein and his wife were 
active members of the Greenbelt 
Sitters Club. She was the first 
director of the Co-op Nursery 
School and he helped construct 
the Jewish Community Center 
building that is now Mishkan To- 
rah. 

As devoted a scientist as Dr. 
Klein was, he was also a devoted 
husband, father, grandfather and 
uncle. He loved theater, chamber 
music and travel and was a for- 
midable doubles tennis player. 
Dr. Klein cared deeply about the 
communities of Greenbelt, where 
he lived for 12 years until 1958 
and Bethesda, where he lived un- 
til his death. He was married to 
the former Jenni Witkowski, who 
resides in Bethesda. Dr. Klein 
died on the day of the couple’s 
60th wedding anniversary. 

He is also survived by two 
sons, daughters-in-law and six 
grandchildren: Richard Klein, 
M.D., Debra and _ Rachel, 
Samantha and Noah of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.; and David Klein, 
Ph.D., Angela and Daniel, Marga- 
ret and Michael of Ann Arbor, 
Mich.

As al- 
ways, we were met at the door 
by the delightful hosts, Siri and 
her husband Suttee, who treat 
their guests like family.

Next day we went to a New 
Year’s Day party, in Greenbelt of 
course, where we ate black-eyed 
peas and collard greens — a 
Southern, or maybe African, pre- 
scription for insuring good luck 
in the coming year. With all this 
good luck, my hip replacement 
should be a breeze.

The Riverdale folk group, 
The Jones Family, will perform at 
the New Deal Café in Roosevelt 
Center on Saturday, January 11 
at 8 p.m.

Last year we saw the magic 
show at the movie theater and 
heard the Chromatics at the New 
Deal Café. This year, the movie 
theater showed a regular feature 
and was only opened late at night 
for animated shorts that we were 
not interested in. The Café no 
longer is a part of the New Year 
and its offering also did not ap- 
peal to us. Nor were we interested 
in Bingo at the Youth Center or 
the Teen Scene held there, so we 
missed that venue where last year 
we heard the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School Brass Ensemble.
